BEWARE - SEARCHLIGHT ANB THE POUCE 



The British political Left and the police force have 
never had a friendly relationship. They have 
never cooperated with each other and have 
never trusted each other. The police have often 
been subjected to attack with bricks and bottles 
thrown by the more extreme left groups when in 
protest mode, and in turn, peaceful protestors 
have often felt the weight of a police truncheon 
wielded by out of control, uniformed thugs. 
Additionally, the police have constantly tried to 
destabilise the left by spying on them, by 
harassing them and by the use of agent 
provocateurs. During the miners strike of 1984, 
the police used all of the above tactics to 
physically and psychologically defeat the left . But 
despite these harsh lessons, much of the left still 
associates with Searchlight. Our front page 
carries a section of a letter send by Searchlight 
Information Services, signed by Searchlight boss 
Gerry Gable in which he confesses to having 
contact with Special Branch. Yes, the very police 
section that organised much of the spying on the 
miners and their supporters. 

Gable is also a co-chair of the Metropolitan 
Police’s Independent Advisory Group. 
Members of this unelected, unaccountable group 
are selected by the police to be invited to join the 
group and are paid up to £120 a day from police 
funds. In 2001, four Black members of the IAG 
resigned saying group members had been 
reduced to being “nodding dogs". 

Last April, statements given at the Morris Inquiry 
revealed that the IAG “were offered and had 



access to privileged information ”. Even more 
worrying was the admission by IAG co-chair John 
Azah “that we (the IAG) have gone from giving 
advice to being involved in very secret, covert 

operations ”. 

To date, the only left groups to publicly condemn 
Searchlight have been Class War and Red 
Action. But now isn’t it time the rest woke up?

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SCOTTISH SOCIAIIST PARTY SACKS SHERIDAN 




TOMMY SHERIDAN 



Mystery surrounds the political future of SSP 
leader Tommy Sheridan after it was reported 
that he had left the party. Sheridan, an 
elected member of the Scottish Parliament 
was reported to have resigned from the party 
“to spend more time with his family”. But 
rumours now abound that Sheridan was 
sacked by the party’s 19 member executive 
committee following newspaper allegations of 
a sex scandal involving affairs with colleagues 
and a three or four-in-a bed sex orgy. 
Sheridan is married and his wife Gail is 
expecting their first child. Sources in Scotland 
have suggested that the SSP’s executive 
committee voted to sack Sheridan after he 
publicly lied about his sexual dalliances. The 
decision, we are told, was unanimous. 
Sheridan has denied lying and is to launch a 
libel action against several national 
newspapers. 

The decision to sack Sheridan has stirred up 
a hornets nest amongst the rank and file 
membership resulting in a motion of no 
confidence in the executive raised by two 
SSP branches. The motion will go before the 
national council before the end of the year. 
Meanwhile, an internal investigation is in 
progress to discover who leaked the name of 
at least one of Sheridan’s alleged sexual 
partners to the News of the World. The story 
is that the SSP’s executive held their own 
investigation into Sheridan’s sexual 
adventures and discovered the identity of one 
of Sheridan’s playthings. This name was then 
deliberately leaked to a national newspaper 



by one or more of the executive. The motive 
appears to vary from cold, hard cash to a 
desire to replace Sheridan as national 
convener. Although not yet confirmed, the 
name very much in the frame is the ambitious 
SSP executive member, Duncan Rowan. 

Speculation is now rife on whether or not the 
3000 strong party can survive this latest crisis. 
Despite having six MSPs who donate half of 
their salary to the party, the SSP are 
£200,000 in debt. This prevented them 
mounting a serious campaign in the European 
elections, spending a meagre £22,000, 
compared to the £243,000 spend by their 
English counterparts Respect.

Further embarrassment was heaped on the 
party when another tabloid newspaper 
revealed that two other members of the SSP 
executive were also having a sexual 
relationship leading to the party being 
nicknamed the Scottish Shagging Party! 

In a press statement Sheridan commented 
“This is not the end of politics for me” 
prompting speculation that he intends to 
stand as an independent candidate in future 
elections. 
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IS IT F INALLY GOODB YE TO

Since a special conference was called in 
March to discuss the future of the Socialist 
Alliance political observers have been 
forecasting its end. The SA’s owners, the 
Socialist Workers Party have a new toy, 
Respect to play with, and the feeling is that the 
owners feared that the SA could become an 
electoral challenge to Respect. Publicly, the 
SWP vehemently denied any suggestion that 
they were shutting the SA down and promised 
a fuller discussion at the SA’s annual 
conference on December 4th. 

Within a few weeks of this promise, the SA’s 
office was closed down, the full-time office 
worker was relocated to the SWP’s national 
office and even the SA’s website domain was 
up for sale! 

No notification was sent to members and 
membership renewal was only available to 
those who had taken out direct debits with 
their bank. On November 6th, a special 
“invitation only” meeting was held by the SA 
executive. In fact not all of the executive were 
told of the meeting. The select few who were, 
just six out of the thirty executive committee 
members entitled to attend were almost all 
connected to the SWP. The few SA members 
who were present condemned the executive 
for their actions and were promised that a new 
mailing address would soon be issued. 

That promise has still not been kept! 

John Rees (SWP) proposed that the planned 
annual SA conference scheduled for 
December 2004 should be rescheduled to 
sometime in February 2005. Rees also 
informed the audience that at the annual 
conference he would be proposing that the SA 
be placed in the deep-freezer - inactive but 
not formally wound-up. The SA could not be 
allowed to distract the left from Respect. 
Alliance members asked what had happened 
to the SA funds and demanded to know if SA 
debtors were going to be paid. It was pointed 
out that the Democratic Labour Party was still 
owed over £3000 by the Socialist Alliance. 

SA National Secretary Rob Hoveman (SWP) 
said that the organisation had many debts and 
these had to be prioritised. The major debtor 



was East End Offset (the print shop once 
owned by the SWP) and a plan had been 
agreed to pay their debt in installments. Other 
debtors must be patient! 

An attempt by the Communist Party of Great 
Britain to get one of their members on to the 
SA Executive Committee was rejected by the 
SWP majority. Quite why the CPGB would 
actually want a seat on the Executive of a 
group which has been “frozen in time” was 
unexplained. As someone commented after 
the meeting it was like “queuing to buy a ticket 
on the Titanic”! 

Another group present appealed to the SWP 
to leave the SA in the hands of those who 
wanted to continue it. An amicable divorce 
was mentioned. But Rees was having none of 
it. The SA is, and will remain SWP property.
